WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—A 
new sugar has been discovered by 
scientists of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards of the Department of Com- 
merce who have been experiment- 
ing on inulin, a starch-like sub- 
stance found in dahlias, chicory, 
artichokes and other plants. The 
new product is called ‘‘difructose 
anhydride.”’ 
“By treatment with acid, inulin 

changed to the very sweet 
sugar, fructose or levulose,” said 
Secretary Whiting today. ‘‘Exper- 
iment showed, however, that not 
more than 92 per cent of the ex- 
pected amount of fructose was 
obtained and a study of the re-

POPE PRAISES AGREEMENT 


Tells Students It Has ‘Restored God 
to Italy and Italy to God.’

ROME, Feb. 13.—‘‘We firmly be- 
lieve that we have restored God to 
Italy and Italy to God,"’ said Pope 
Pius this evening in speaking to the 
rector, thirty professors and 400 stu 
dents of the Catholic University of 
the Sacred Heart at Milan on the re- 
cent treaty of pacification signed 
with Italy.

“If the treaty’s only obje had 
been to give the Holy See that min- 
imum of freedom it required to carry 
out its divine ministry this could 
have been achieved by solving the 
problem of sovereignty by giving it 
temporal power over a small terri- 
tory,”’ said the Pope. ‘‘But such a 
treaty would have been useless in a 
country like Italy, which was re- 
duced to such a flow state by many 
years of manumissions, spoilations 
and enmity accomplished by hostile 
governments or governments allied 
with enemies of the Church. The 
status of religion in Italy therefore 
could not be regulated without an 
agreement between Church and 
State. But this was Impossible ow- 
ing to the condition of the Church 
in Italy. The conditions of religion 
could not be improved without a con 
cordat, and a concordat was impos- 
unless the conditions were im- 
proved. The solution was to solve 
both problems at the same time and 
we thank God for making not only 
us see it but also the other side.”’ 
Pius continued that he was tempted 
to believe the problem could only be 
solved by a Pope like himself, who 
was a mountain climber in his youth, 
and therefore accustomed to under- 
take the most difficult climbs. It 
was also necessary perhaps to have 
a Pope who had been a librarian and 
therefore accustomed to make his- 
torical and documentary researches. 
“But we must add,’’ he ended, 
‘that we have been nobly seconded 
by the other side.

| The committee this morning, by 
unanimous vote, instructed its chair- 
man, Representative Graham of 
| Pennsylvania, to refer the case to 
|the Department of Justice, with a 
request for an investigation of the 
| charges contained in the LaGuardia 
resolution and a further request that 
| the department report its findings | 
| back at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment. 
| This was done late this afternoon 
| by Chairman Graham, who will con- 
fer with Attorney General Sargent 
respecting the proposed inquiry later 
in the week. 


Winslow Anticipated Charge. 


Coincident with this temporary 
disposition of the case by the Judi- 
ciary Committee, a letter from Judge 
| Winslow, bearing date of Feb. 8, was 
made public by Chairman Snell of 
the House Rules Committee, in 

|which the accused defends himself 

of one of the charges outlined by the 
| LaGuardia resolution imputing im- 
proper conduct by the jurist in con- 
nection with the varole Meyer 
Kaplan. 

Judge Winslow’s letter was writ- 
ten several days before the introduc- 
tion of the LaGuardia resolution in 
anticipation that charges forecast in 
press reports might be formally sub- 
mitted to the House. 

It transmitted a _ statement 
|'which Judge Winslow discussed 
| Kaplan case at length and his opin- 
| ion accompanying his decision order- 
|ing the release of Kaplan from the 

Atlanta Prison on probation. 

In the Kaplan case Judge Winslow 
released the defendant on probation 
from an eighteen months’ sentence 

| at Atlanta and later remanded him 
| to jail on the ground that Kaplan 
| had violated the terms of his parole. 
|The LaGuardia resolution sets forth 
| that Kaplan ‘‘has stated that he ob- 
| tained a suspension of sentence and 
|was placed on probation by said 
| Judge Winslow through improper 
|}and unlawful methods,’ and that 
later he was sent to jail when he 
| failed to carry out an arrangement 
| with Judge Winslow. 
| In his letter to Chairman Snell 
| Judge Winslow emphasizes that be- 
| fore Kaplan was returned to Atlanta 
\for breaking his parole he was ex- 
j}amined in court, that his answers 
| were ‘“‘unsatisfactory,’’ and that the 
| order for his return to Atlanta was 
|affirmed by the Circuit Court of 
| Appeals. Judge Winslow also trans- 
| mitted to Chairman Snell his full 
}opiniédn granting probation and as- 
| serted that this was done on recom- 
|mendation of officials who were 
| identified with the prosecution of 
Kaplan. He pointed out that seven- 
jteen months after Kaplan was 
| placed on probation it was brought 
to the attention of the court that he 
had violated his parole. 


Text of Winslow Statement. 
Judge Winslow’s letter to Chair- 
man Snell and the ‘‘statement of 
Kaplan case’’ follow:

The Hon. Bertrand S. Snell, M. C., 
Chairman Committee on Rules, 
House of Representatives, 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Congressman: 

It has come to my attention by 
rumor that my conduct as a judge 
of the district court in the case of 
one Meyer Kaplan may be the 
subject of comment in Congress. I 
send you herewith a statement of 
that case. 

The necessary dates I have not 
at hand, as I have not yet had an 
opportunity to examine the docket, 
but the facts are precisely as 
stated.

Statement of Kaplan case. 

In May, 1926, while sitting in the 
criminal part, by assignment, 
there was presented in due course 
an application by one Abe Kaplan 
and one Meyer Kaplan to be placed 
on probation. The facts stated in 
open court were that the defen- 
dants had been convicted of the 
crime of concealing assets in bank- 
ruptcy. An appeal had been taken 
resulting in an affirmance, one of 
the circuit judges dissenting solely 
on a question of law. 

The attorneys appearing for the 
Kaplans stated their reasons and 
presented letters and documents, 
to which reference is made, pre- 
senting the grounds; also that the 
Kaplans were then ready to make 
restitution in a substantial amount 
to the trustee in bankruptcy for 
the benefit of creditors. Th 
United States Attorney’s office was 
represented, as well as the credi- 
tors, and the argument was pro- 
longed. I stated that there were 
two questions presented—first, as 
to the power of the court in the 
premises, and secondly, the merits 
of the application, assuming that 
the court had the power to place 
the defendants on probation.

Attorney who tried the case and 
the Assistant United States Attor- 
ney who argued the appeal both 
recommended that the application 
for probation be granted. 

Mr. Millard, who had been at the 
head of the criminal division, had 
appeared in court and joined in 
the recommendation and filed a 
lengthy report in writing to the 
same effect. All of these papers 
and documents were filed with the 
clerk of the court, In accordance 
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with my opinion, dated May 26, 
1926, an order was presented and 
thereafter entered as presented by 
the attorneys in the case placing 
both defendants on probation. The 
Federal probation law was compat 
atively new, and at that time there 
was a probation officer in office, 
no appropriation having been made 
at that time 

An order naming Mr. Adler, a 
former Assistant United States At- 
torney, as probation officer was 
entered. Upward of seventeen 
months elapsed, during which time 
I had not heard anything about 
the defendants or their conduct. In 
the early Fall of 1927, if my mem- 
ory serves me, I received by mail a 
clipping from a newspaper refer 
ring to the activities, the alleged 
irregularities and questionable 
practices of the defendant, Meyer 
Kaplan. Immediately on receipt, .1 
wrote to the United States Attor 
ney, with a request that an inves- 
tigation of the defendant’s conduct 
be made. 


Had Kaplan Apprehended. 


The matter was placed the 
hands of Major Daly, who, in the 
meantime, had been duly appointed 
Federal probation officer by _ the 
judges of this court. Major Daly 
made an elaborate and thorough in 
vestigation. As a result, I directed 
Major Daly to apprehend the de 
fendant and present him to the 
court to answer the charges. He 
thereafter was brought before me 
the charges were stated to him and 
he was asked for an explanation 
His answers were not only unsat 
isfactory but at variance with writ- 
ten documents then presented in 
court by the probation officer. 

The result of this hearing was 
that I immediately ordered a revo- 
cation of the probation and im- 
posed a sentence the same as the 
original sentence imposed by the 
trial judge, of eighteen months to 
the penitentiary in Atlanta. There 
after, at the request of the then 
attorneys for Kaplan, and in order 
that the matter might be argued 
on appeal, I issued a writ of habeas 
corpus. The prisoner was brought 
before me, the questions of law 
were duly argued and I dismissed 
the writ and ordered the defendant 
remanded to the custody of the 
marshal that sentence might be 
executed. 

An appeal was taken, 
ceedings were stayed and, 
course, I was affirmed by the Cir 
cuit Court of Appeals in an opinion 
which stated the power of the court 
in probaticn pgoceedings This 
ion settled the legal questions 
involved. Thereafter, in due course, 
sentence was executed and Kaplan 
was taken to Atlanta penitentiary, 
where he served term I am 
advised that he has recently been 
released from that penitentiary 

The reasons for placing Kaplan 
on parole were fully stated, ia my 
opinion, to which reference has 
been made (annexed hereto) 
There was no other reason what- 
soever the court’s action save 
the reasons fully set forth in that 
opinion

In addition to the resolutions, the 
members unanimously adopted a re- 
port endorsing the proposed cen- 
tralization of magistrates’ courts. 
The report was submitted by the 
Committee on Criminal Courts, Law 
and Procedure, of which the chair- 
man Kenneth M. Spence. The 
committee found thirteen reasons 
why the unification of all borough 
magistrates’ courts under one roof 
in Manhattan would work to the 
general satisfaction of all. 

The report recommended that all 
activities of the courts be joined. No 
site for the proposed central court 
was offered, but the proposal appar- 
ently would require construction of 
a new court house. The report said, 
‘‘practically no legislation except to 
permit arraignments in the centrol- 
ized court house is necessary.”’ 

The committee on courts of Iimited 
jurisdiction, headed by Vincent L. 
Leibell of 51 Chambers Street, re- 
ported that a survey of municipal 
courts had been deferred pending the 
possible adoption of the centralized 
court house. The committee favored 
additional judges for municipal 
courts of Brooklyn and the Bronx 
and opposed legislation which would 
increase the jurisdiction of these 
courts from cases involving a max!i- 
mum of $1,000 to cases involving 
$2,000.

| By-Pass Routes From Long Island, 
| Avoiding Manhattan, He Finds 


Major City Problem. 





A resolution recommending an 
amendment to proposed legislation to 
| give the Port of New York Authority 
|sole control of vehicular projects be- 
tween New York and New Jersey was 
opposed yesterday by Julius Henry 
Cohen at a meeting of the Board of 
Trade, where the resolution was of- 
fered. The amendment would restrain 


the Port Authority from proceeding | 


with new projects without the ap- 
proval of the two States. After Mr. 
Cohen's opposition to the amend- 
ment, the resolution was laid over for 
a month for study. 

While expressing accord with the 
opinion that the Port Authority 
should have sole control of the build- 
ing, owning, operating and maintain- 
ing of interstate vehicular avenues of 
passage between the two States in 
the port district, the resolution 
voiced the belief that the Port Au- 
thority should also have the power 
to recommend additional vehicular 
facilities, but that it should not pro- 
ceed with any new projects until it 
had received the approval of both 
States. It was offered by Samuel S. 
Conover on behalf of .the board's 
managing directors. 

The resolution further declared that 
the Board of Trade ‘‘believes that the 
two States should retain the power 
to order the Port Authority to build 
new interstate vehicular transporta- 
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tion facilities at the discretion of 
the two States,’’ and suggested an 
amendment to the present bills be- 
fore the two Legislatures to incor- 
porate its recommendations. 

Mr. Cohen, although counsel for the 
Port Authority, made it plain that 
he was sneaking only as a member 
of the board in opposing the amend- 
ment. His objection was based on 
the ground that such an amendment 
would interfere with the comprehen- 
lsive planning of interstate crossings 
and would prevent the acquisition in 
advance of property for such projects 
without disclosing the location of the 
|property. If the location were dis- 
lclosed in the Legislature, he held, 
ithe cost of the property would imme- 
diately increase.

The inhabitants 
of Long Island, he said, ‘“‘have no 
direct access to the United States.”’ 
Speaking as director of the Brook- 
lyn Chamber of Commerce and for 
the four counties of Long Island, 
with a quarter of the population of 
the State, Mr. Redfield declared ‘‘we 
pour 194,000 vehicles a day into the 
restricted streets of Manhattan at 
rignt angles to its traffic. Those ve- 
hicles have no function in the streets 
of Manhattan and only block traffic.’’ 
Mr. Redfield said it was not a ques- 
tion of elevated highways, widening 
streets and tunnels, such as the Thir- 
ty-eighth Street proposed project;

}thing at a minimum cost of lives 
jand material is the main thing in its 
|favor. Against it is the fact that it 
will never be quite possible to 
parallel war conditions and motiva- 
tion when the life and death of men 
and nations do not hang in the bal- 
ance. Subject to this limitation the 
war game is highly useful and the 
science of it—and therefore the tang- 
ible results from it—are improving 
year by year. 

This is especially the case with the 
game of naval warfare It is be- 
| cause there are more vital things to 
|be given the near-acid test of near- 
jwar at the present time than ever 
before that the United States naval 
manoeuvres of 1929 are by far the 


most important ever held by our own 


j;or any other country. 

| Problems of Defense Paramount. 
| The problems laid down for 
and attempted solution have always 
been defensive ones. If offense 
ever been included it will always 
have been on the theory that there 
are conditions under which forth- 
right attack the surest defense. 
And even such theoretical defense, 
obviously—since tactical manoeuvres 
cannot very well be held in the 
waters of even the likeliest of po- 
tential enemies—must needs have 
been worked on paper or the play 
bords of the War College. 

The: last lines of naval defense 
would, of course, be the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts of the United States 
proper; but since those could never 
be menaced until certain outlying 
bases had fallen to the enemy, it 
with the defense of these advanced 
points that present naval problems 
are most directly concerned. 

There are two such points upon 
which naval attacks of enemy powers 
would inevitably be concentrated 
One of these is Hawaii and the other 
the Panama Canal. The latter is by 
far the more vital of these. Hawaii 
could only figure in an attack by a 
Pacific power; Panama might be the 
objective of enemies on either the At 
lantic or Pacific.

ABOARD THE U.S. DESTROYER 
LITCHFIELD, AT SEA, Feb. 10 (De- 
layed in Transmission).—By the 
operations of this destroyer the ma- 
noeuvres of the sea dogs of war are 
barging back into the spotlight from 
which they were temporarily shoul 
dered by the unexpected brilliancy 
and effectiveness of the airplane car- 
rier opposition.

Woll Urges ‘‘Shelter’’ for Labor. 

Mr. Woll, who appeared for the 
Allied Printing Trades Associatior, 
said that importations of books have 
increased enormously since i921, 
when lower duties applied. He urged 
higher rates and the assessment of 
duties on the selling prices of Ameri- 
can products. 

“The importation of Bibles _ in- 
creased from 400,000 in 1923 to 600,- 
000 pounds in 1927," Mr. Woll ob- 
served. 

‘Don’t you think we can get along 
without a duty on Bibles?’’ asked 
Representative Rainey of Illinois. 

“There is no reason why they 
shouldn't be taxed, as they are made 
and sold for profit,’’ was the re- 
sponse. 

The witness declared the invest- 
ment of American capital in Europe 
is a matter ‘‘calling for serious 
thought,’’ and added that because of 
methods of assessment and other ad- 
ministrative features of the tariff 
law, the ‘‘shelter’’ given to labor 
is nil. 

A request duties on litho- 
graphed valentines from Germany be 
reduced from around 11 to 5 cents a 
pound was made by Alexander Otis 
and Henry Goldsmith of New York 
who said that none of the 
‘“‘wlaring and gaudy’’ imported kind 
is produced in the United States.

Thisinvestment, carried on 
its books at approximately $22,000,000, has a current market value in excess of $75,000,000. The Northeastern Power 
System serves with electric light and power a territory in New York State extending from the Canadian border onthe 
north to the main line of the NewYork Central Railroad on the south and from Lake Ontario on the west to the 
Adirondack Mountains on the east. It owns generating stations with a combined installed capacity of over 200,000 
horsepower, of which 190,000 horsepower are hydro-electric.
